T'he thirteen companies are: ISquit-
able of Charleston, Palmetto of Sum-
ter, South Carolinn of  Columbia,
Southern Home of Charvleston, South-
ern Underwriters of Greensboro, N,
., Southern Slock of Greensborvo,
Underwriters ol Greenshoro, New
Bronswick of New Jersey, New Jer-
sey of Newark, American Drugglsts
of Cincinnatl, Georgla Home of Co-
Ilnmbus, PPacifie of New York and the
Germania of New York, The Ger-
manin has pald its license fees, hat
has not signified its intention of es-
tablighing any agencies lor the writ-
ing of business.,

The combined admitted of
these 13 companies nmount to $14,-
601,821.67, which than  the
the admitted asscels cach o the
following stock fire o -
panfes:  Aetna, Continental, Pidelity-
Phenix, Goerman-American, Harvtford,
Home Insurance Company ol North
America, Liverpool ’.'nul London and
Globe, and the Nutional Wire,

the companies that were not
hers have not renewed Lheir licenses,

The suggestion hag come from sey-
oral guarters that the Governor or-
der o special session ol the Laogisla-
ture and put the State into the fire
insnrancee. At the present time Gov-
ernor Manning is opposed 1o an extra
session,

In the moeantime practically all of
the dive insurvance companies  are
holding out and will refuse 1o write
any business in the State. Just what
effect this will have on loans by life
insuranee companics eannot he pre-
dieted,
